New York, January 10.—Six of the 


11 Directors of the New York, New 
Haven 
and 
Hartford 
Railroad, 


charged by the Government of crim- 
inal violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, were found not guilty late 
yesterday by the jury that for nearly 
three months has been trying the 
case. The jury disagreed on the five 
others. 


Those acquitted were D. Newton 


Barney, Farmington, Conn.' Robert 
W. Taft, Providence, R. I.; James F. 
Hemingway, 
A. Heaton Robertson 
and Frederick F. 
Brewster, New 


Haven, 
and 
Henry 
K. McHarg, 


Stamford, Conn. 


Those on whom the 
jury 
disa- 


greed were William Rockefeller, i\ew 
York; Charles F. 'Brooker, Ansonia, 
Conn.; Charles M. Pratt, Brooklyn; 
Lewis Gass Ledyard, New York, and 
Edward D. Robbins, New Haveu. 


The verdict was returned at 4:30 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, after 51 
hours of deliberation, and the jury 
was discharged. 
The final \ote on 


the five defendants upon whom the 
jurors could not agree stood 8 to 4, 
for acquittal. The trial is estimated 
to have cost the Government and the 
defendant $750,000. 
D. L. Batts, chief counsel for the 


Government, announced that in due 
time he would move for a new trial 
of these five. This will be done, he 
said, before any effort will be made 
to try the six other former Directors 
of the road that were indicted, but 
who obtained the right to be tried 
separately. 


The jurors did not 
reach 
their 


verdict until they had reported 
to 


Judge Hunt earlier in the day that 
they could not agree. 
Up to 
that 


time—noon—they had been deliber- 
ating with a view to bringing in a 
verdict on the guilt or innocence of 
the 
defendants 
collectively. 
The 


Court then instructed them to make 
further efforts to concur and that if 
they could not agree upon all, to 
try and reach a decision on some 
The vote of the question of all at 
that time stood 8 to 4 for acquittal, 
it was learned. 


On returning to the jury room,

Germans captured 423 prisoners, in- 
cluding seven officers, five machine 
guns and one large and seven small 
mine throwers.

ought by business men through the 
hamber. In announcing the depart- 
ment's policy in enforcing the law in

paddle for a dime gets at 
least

stick of diowing gum or a cigar and 
may get more. The board of agri- 
ulture maintains this system ia only 
a means of evading the laws against 
gambling. 


So the fate of the lime-honored 


"paddle wheel" the only question- 


game which thousands of Ohio 


farmers have allowed themselves for 
many years, depends on the result 
of Wednesday's discussion. 


Another 
discussion 
is whether 


county fair boards shall continue to 
serve without pay, or whether a new 
rule shall be promulgated by the 
state board of agriculture permitting 
compensation.

"I joined the British hospital at 


Kraguyevatz eight months ago.

had a"field hospital

tents. When the Bulgarian invasion 
began we were transformed into a 
flying hospital and fled to Setuen- 
dria. For fifty days our 
hospital 


was moved daily and in seven weeks 
•we rarely slept in the «ame place 
twice. A't Pritzrend, \ve lost all our 
equipment and our hospital ceased 
to exist. In the retreat that follow- 
ed we were generally six hours ahead 
of the Bulgarians. The courage and 
patience of the Serbian wounded was 
the most wonderful thin?

And fur- 
ther, perhaps, he will be glad to learn 
that although the nickel, finely ground 
is mixed with the other soap Ingredi- 
ents the finished product contains 
none of It This is so because the 
nickel acts as wliat the chemists call 
a catalyst—that is, its presence causes 
certain desirable changes to occur, al- 
though it takes no part in the chemi- 
cal reaction.- Offensive oils and those 
too thin for satisfactory use when 
mixed with finely divided nickel and 
subjected to the action of a current 
of hydrogen become deodorized and 
harder and suitable for tbe soapmak- 
er's use. Cottonseed oil, for example, 
after the nickel-hydrogen treatment, 
makes a satisfactory soap.—Pittsburgh 
Press.

Uranus from the sun.

suns in Alpha Centauri rush around 
then? corumon center of gravity, now 
sweeping nearer to each other and now 
farther apart all their evolutions ba 
ing performed within a circuit much 
smaller than that of the solar system.

Strawberry Nose. 


The most distressing of facial de- 


formities, rhinophymsi. which is char- 
acterized by a much swollen and red- 
dened tip of the nose, making this look 
like a huge strawberry or a piece of 
cauliflower that has been dipped In 
beet Juice, may be cured by a simple 
operation. Sir William Milllgan of the 
Royal infirmary, Manchester, England, 
describes this in the London Lancet 


The operation consists in cutting off 


all the hypertrophied tissue, while the 
nasal passages are kept extended with 
absorbent wool in order to preserve 
their contour. Care is taken to avoid 
Injury to the lateral cartilages, and 
only two Insignificant blood vessels re- 
quire tying. The raw surface is cov- 
ered with two thin grafts of skin cut 
from the patient's thigh, over which a 
sheet of gold leaf is placed and a dry 
dressing fastened with adhesive plas- 
ter. It should be possible to remove the 
dressing in five days.

The- state also gives 
him an olive drab military uniform, 
lie learns the movements of squad 
aud company formations and learns to 
deploy as skirmishers. 


The Australian schoolboy becomes a 


soldier irrespective of his own wishes 
in the matter, or those of his parents. 
Truancy officers, such as in this coun- 
try, watch the attendance at school in 
Australia, hale Into court the parents 
of boys who are absent from their 
military drill, and it is not an Infre- 
quent occurrence for heavy fines to be 
levied on parents who are Indifferent 
to their sous' military education.— 
American Boy. 


How Romans Took Their Pood. 


The Romans reclined at their ban- 


quets on couches, all supporting them- 
selves on one elbow and eating with 
their fingers from dishes placed hi the 
center of the table. Each was supplied 
with a napkin, and knives were used, 
though it does not appear that every 
one was supplied with one. Nothing, 
It would seem, could be more fatiguing 
than to partake of a repast in such an 
awkward posture or less conducive to 
neatness, it being almost impossible to 
keep the hands clean even with water 
supplied by the slaves or to prevent the 
food and wine from falling on the 
clothing and the draperies of the couch. 
This manner of eating disappeared 
during the dark ages so far as the 
couch was concerned, but the peculiar- 
ity of taking food with the fingers from 
a common dish continued afterward 
for more than 1,000 years.

While his death came as a shock to 
his many friends, those who were 
close to him were prepared for the 
end when pneumonia developed in 
both lungs Saturday.

Washington Sunday afternoon at 2 
o'clock and the body was shipped to 
Newark, arriving here this morning.

Mary, 4 years old arrived at noon 
today. 
The funeral services will be 


held here at 1:30 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon at the home of his moth- 
er, Mrs. George Stadden, 345 Hudson 
avenue. 
Rev. Don D. Tullis will of- 


ficiate. 
The funeral will be under 


Masonic auspices. 


Mr. Stadden was born at Utlca, O-, 


May 24, 1870 and received a com- 
mon school education, 
being grad- 


uated from the Newark High school. 
At the age of 21 years, in 1891, he 
secured his first newspaper 
exper- 


ience as a reporter for the Advocate. 
A short time later he went to Co- 
lumbus where he took 
a position 


with the old 
Columbus Post 
and 


after a service with that daily he 
went to Washington in ISPS.

Classification of Stars. 


In classifying stars astronomers rec- 


ognize sis degrees of magnitude, but 
the term relates to radiance or bril- 
liancy rather than to size. 
Although 


the classification Is somewhat arbi- 
trary, yet each degree of magnitude Is 
approximately two and a half times as 
brilliant as a star of the next magni- 
tude below. Then, too, each magnitude 
Is about three times more numerous 
than the one which precedes It Be- 
ginning with the brightest, there are 
visible without a glass about twenty 
stars of tho first magnitude, about six* 
ty-flve of the second magnitude, nearly 
200 of the third, magnitude, over 400 of 
the fourth magnitude, about 1,100* of 
the fifth and over 3,000 of the sixth. 
The total number of stars that can be 
seen by the unaided eye Is about 5,000, 
but not all at one time. This takes no 
account of the millions, perhaps hun- 
dreds of millions, in regions of space 
that cannot be reached by the unaided 
eye. 


Hot Winds. 


The sirocco blows hot from the high- 


lands of north Africa and falls on the 
Mediterranean as far as Malta. The 
sain no jumps like a windy fireball 
from the heat of the Sahara desert and 
lands flatfooted In Spain. Tho harmat- 
tan blows hot Sahara dust far into the 
Atlantic and gives nosebleed and 
makes skin and lips parch and crack, 
while furniture and ship timbers groan 
nnd crack and screnm in an agony of 
droughty despair. The khasmln blows 
Sahara's ancient dust into Egyptian 
eyes every fifty days. Tbc pamperos 
periodically blow down Into Buenos 
Aires out of the unexplored desert 
highland!* of Brazil, and the blowing 
causes suicides and murders to be more 
common and wounds to break oat 
afresh, with a heavy death rate. Pam- 
pero* p»M away in a second, leaving 
the air fine.—Exchange.
